nrc as a rule not very effective. 
Priced are the result of market 
forces working over long time 
and over wide areas. The farm- 
er may demand more in return 
for his produce and by so doing 
bring 
about nn 
adjustment 


which would otherwise be slow 
in arriving. 


"Figures show that the farm- 


er has received a slight percent- 
age of increase in profits re- 


cently. '.While he is paying 90 
per cent more for .what he buys, 
he is receiving ' 104. per cent 
more for what he sells. These 


. figures arc compared with pre- 


war statistics.

"This 14 per cent increase in 


profit while important is disap- 
pointing," declares Mr. Hibbard. 
"The. probability is that within 
a few months the case will be 
reversed and the purchasers in- 
cluding labor, will 
come at a 


higher rate than the sales."

"while it is very difficult to give 
actual proof that any one is or 
is not a profiteer, a careful 
Study of conditions will clearly 
show that the farmer is far 
from it."

ets with stamps cut -from potatoes.

That portion of the press of Madison, and of the state at 


large, which was opposed to the senator, put forward his war 
record as the leading issue. Nearly two-thirds of the voters 
said by their ballots that they approved it. 


Probably at the time when Governor Philipp's speech was de- 


livered the vote would have been different, although at that time 
M-e believe a majority of citizens were coming to distinguish be- 
tween true patriotism and false, between real patriots, and pa- 
trioteers, using the war sentiment to coin profits for their own 
pockets. 


But now, more than a year after the end of the war, sur- 


veying dispassionately the harvest of hate and the harvest of 
avarice, two-thirds of the voters say, "LA FOLLETTE WAS

ENATOR THOMPSON of New York stands by his statement 
that liquor was used in great quantities to influence votes 


against the New York socialist assemblymen. 
Not only was 


liquor used, declared Senator Thompson, but so much of it, that 
members had to be carried from the assembly chamber. 


The statement was made in connection with a debate over a 


bill recommended for passage by the Lusk committee. 


The work of this committee cost the taxpayers of New York 


over half a million dollars, and the committee reported that the 
laws of the state are ample to suppress anarchy and revolution. 


However the committee did recommend the establishment 


.of a special bureau to watch the socialists and gather evidence 
of revolutionary activity. It wants some new offices created 
for this work, and would establish a perpetual inquisition such 
as Senator Lusk has been conducting. . 


It was in speaking in opposition to this measure that Sena- 


tor Thompson made his charges that the socialists were expelled 
by an assembly not altogether in its sober senses. 


Senator Thompson argued that it was the duty of the at- 


torney general and the district attorneys in the several counties 
t>f the state to do the work which it was proposed to refer to the 
special spy board. 


Since Senator Thompson revealed one of the potent Influ- 


ences which resulted in the socialists' expulsion, two other bills 
have been introduced, one to outlaw the socialist party, and the 
other calculated to debar socialists from teaching in the public 
schools. 


Thus goes on the work of breeding revolution in ostensible 


attempts to prevent it.
